WILMINGTON - Holidays bring 
new and old traditions to your 
homes. The Wilmington 
Community Fund has a tradition 
that they would like you to partici- 
pate in. 

The second annual Wilmington 
ornament fund-raiser supports the 
Community Fund and gives you the 
chance to collect Wilmington mem- 
orabilia. 

Bob DiPalma has been a volun- 
teer for more than twenty-two 
years. He says the fund-raiser 


started last year as an outreach 
awareness project. 

“We hope this will be an annual 
event,” explains DiPalma. “The 
fund-raiser gives residents a com- 
memorative of the town that they 
can give to their children and oth- 
ers as gifts.”

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New dining-drinking 
guideline put to test

WILMINGTON - Might a local 
restaurant have violated a newly- 
enacted guideline sunder 
Wilmington’s Rules and Regulation 
for the Sale of Alcoholic Beverages 
in Restaurants? 

The Commonwealth's Alcoholic 
Beverages Control Commission will 
determine just that during a hear- 
ing to be held in Boston on Tuesday, 
December 19. 

“According to the commission, it 


needs to be determined whether or 
not on Friday, September 1 a Royal 
Dynasty bartender acted outside of 
the community's guidelines when it 
served alcoholic beverages to a 
patron who had not been seated or 


dining. 

The alleged offense, which is com- 
prised of two counts, stems from 4 
clarification made by the Board of 
Selectmen in section 2 of the town’s 
Rules and Regulations last March. 

Originally, section 2 stated that 


“alcoholic beverages shall not be 
served to a patron unless seated at 
a table or counter in the dining 
area.” At one of their meetings in 
March, the Selectmen elaborated 
on the guideline, revising it to state 
that “alcoholic beverages shall not 
be served to a patron unless said 
patron is seating and dining at a 
table or counter in the dining 
area.”

Breaking new ground in 
earthquake prediction

‘WILMINGTON - Is there a way 
that earthquakes could be deter- 
thined faster to help save more 
les? 

‘Wilmington resident Joe Williams 
has been working for the past thir- 
teen years to try to answer that 
‘question. 

“If I can save one life, then it is

earthquakes. 

Over the past thirteen years, 
Williams has discovered that there 
is technology that could help make 
a machine to predict natural disas- 
ters more precisely and quickly. 
This supercomputer is currently 
used by the government to test war 
devices. 

“This is a device that could save 
lives and property,” Williams says. 
“It would even be able to look one 
hundred years into the future and 
predict what will happen., as far as

Once the vaccine arrives here in 
town, priority will be given to sen 
lors ages 65 and older, as well as 
individuals with chronic diseases. 

Here in Wilmington, the Board of 
Health and local health care 
providers have received approxi 
mately 40% of what will ultimately 
be provided to the community by 
the state. However, according to 
the MIP Vaccine Unit, the arrival 
dates for future shipments is not 
yet certain at this time. 

‘We're hoping to receive the vac 
cines some time after November

WILMINGTON Starting 
November 27, the town will official- 
ly have its new Treasurer Collector. 
His name? Manuel Ronald 
Mendes. 

Town Manager Michael Caira for- 
mally announced his top pick for 
the position at the November 13 
Board of Selectmen meeting. 

“I believe that my appointment of 
Ron Mendes will serve the best 
interests of the Town of 
Wilmington,” said Caira. 

Mendes, a Somerville resident, 
has served the Town of Lincoln as 
its Assistant Treasurer Collector 
since 1998. The position, an elected 
and part-time and non-paying title, 
carries the full responsibilities of a 
municipal Treasurer Collector. 

Prior to his employment in 
Lincoln, Mendes spent seven years 


serving as an administrator for 
financial aid and student accounts 
at Simmons College and Emerson 
College. 

Speaking of colleges, Mendes him 
self is a 1990 graduate of the 
University of Denver, where he 
majored in Finance and received a 
Bachelor's degree in Business 
Administration His education 
doesn’t stop there, though, for he is 
just about finishing up his work for 
a Master’s degree in Public 
Administration at Suffolk 
University. 

Mendes holds memberships in the 
Masvechusetts Collectors and 
Treasurers Association, __ the 
American Payroll Association, and 
the Treasury Management 
Association. 

Mendes was one of only five indi- 
viduals out of sixteen applicants 
who acted on the ads for the posi- 


tion that were placed in newspa- 
pers, professional peries and 
their accompanying web 

“There were no internal applica- 
tions received,” stated Caira. 

Mendes will be replacing Acting 
Town Treasurer Jeffrey Hull, the 
Assistant Town Manager who tem- 
porarily took over the position 
when Stanley Smith resigned from 
the post in August. 

Town Manager Caira had high 
praise for the man who helped keep 
the Treasury post running while 
the two-month search took place. 

Said Caira, “Jeffrey Hull has done 
a remarkable job in a dual capaci- 
ty." 

As for Mendes? 

Added Caira, “I am fully confident 
that Ron Mendes will become a 
valuable and important member of 
the town's financial team.”

The Town Crer this week marks 
without undue fanfare its 45th anni- 
versary 

The first issue 
was published on No- 
vember 17, 1955 

Capt Larz 
Neilson founded the 
paper after serving 
as editor of the Wilm. 
ington Crusader for 
four years, and as a 
correspondent for 
the Lowell Sun for 
about as long. Prior 
to that, he had been 
a troopship com 
mander in World 
War II 

Larz had a di 
agreement with hi 
boss, Stanley Bocko 
in August, 1955 He 
quit the Crusader 
leased the old North 
Wilmington railroad 
depot and set to work 
to convert it into a 
newspaper office. At 
the time, [ was nine 
yeur and the 
construction phase 
was fun like 1 had 
never imagined But 
it wasn't long before 
“work” became writ 
Ing instead of car 
pentry, much lessin 
teresting 

Assured that the 
paper would be at 
the depot in the 
middle of Wednes. 
day afternoon, I cut 
out of a Cub Scout 
meeting, | had to get 
down to the depot to see the paper. 
Of course, it was late, arriving late 
in the evening, long after I was 
dragged home. The next afternoon 
I took several copies and went door 
to door, seeking customers for a 
paper route 

The printing was done at Offset 
Printing Co., which was located in 
an old mill on Lawrence Street in 
Lowell. The early editions of the 
paper were printed on white offset 
paper Most issues were eight or 
ten pages, tabloid. Because the pa- 
per was printed offset from day 
one, there was never any “hot lead” 
equipment. The type was set on a 
machine called a Varityper, which 
a sort of fancy electric typewriter 
that could make the type come out 
in even columns and in different 
styles. It was very slow. Headlines 
were set by hand with preprinted 
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letters, placed in a rack and taped 
together 
I can't recall all the early em-

ployees, but they included Beth 
Wicks, Theo Kidder, Arthur 
Allgrove, Ed Neville, Ed Rideout, 
Dave Ford and of course BeeDee 
(Betty Downs, who is still with the 
Town Crier today) 

The depot wasn't a large build- 
ing, but in addition to the Town 
Crier, there was P&M News, dis- 
tributing the Boston papers, 
Herman Moe Real Estate, and 
Rusty Brabant's taxi stand. 

North Wilmington Center was 
much smaller thanit is now. At that 
time, the depot still had the freight 
shed adjoining it. Elia’s Country 
Store was still Buck Bros. Next 
door was the North Wilmington Post 
Office. Annie Gallagher was post- 
mistress, assisted by Rose Babine 
When Miss Gallagher retired, Larz 
became the North Wilmington post- 
master, a job he held for about two 
years, while still publishing the 
Town Crier. 

Harriman's Tannery was just 
across the tracks. At one time, it

was the principal employer in town, 
but by 1955, it had closed. Polcaro 
Bros. Brickyard was also across 
the tracks, in the 
building that now 
houses Uptown 
Deli. Next door, 
where the Shell sta- 
tion now stands, 
was the home of 
Curley Dukus, a me- 
chanic. Neither of 
the two gas stations 
existed in 1955. 

One of Larz’ fa- 
vorite haunts was 
George's Restau- 
rant in Wilmington 
Center. He dubbed 
the owner, George 
Spanos, “The Hon- 
orary Mayor” of 
Wilmington 
George was a tre- 
mendous booster 
for youngsters in 
Wilmington. Larz 
was driving a 1951 
Nash Rambler 
wagon at the time 
he started the pa- 
per. He used to 
carry a portable 
typewriter in the 
back, and would of- 
tenbeseenin aback 
booth at George's, 
typing a story 
Needless to say, a 
small restaurant is 
a great place topick 
up news. 

Wilmington was 
in a tremendous 
growth phase inthe 
1950's. Subdivisions 
were popping upev- 
erywhere. The high school, built in 
1950, had two additions, one in 1956, 
the next in 1959. Prior to the 1959 
addition, the eight grades were run 
on double sessions 

The Glen Road School was built 
in 1959, after much wrangling. At 
one point, Larz swiped the plans to 
the proposed school and published 
them, revealing that a complex was 
being planned with glass corridors 
connecting separate wings of the 
school. It would be a nightmare to 
heat. Eventually the town adopted 
the concept of a round building. 
Actually, it has 17 sides, but each 
room has only one outside wall. 
Today it is the Town Hall 

A sister school was built on 
Boutwell Street. It has passed from 
being a school to being a private 
school run by the Baptist Church 
and now back to being a public 
school. 

Route 93 was begun in 1956, and 
the first section built was from Route 
62. to Route 129. The construction of 
the highway had more impact on 
Wilmington than any other devel- 
opment in the 20th Century. It was 
a tremendous catalyst for growth, 
especially in the industrial sector 
And with four exits in Wilmington, 
practically every road in town be- 
came a shortcut to the highway 

Today, the Town Crier is owned 
by the Daily Times/Chronicle of 
Woburn. My brother Stu is still on 
the staff.

Smarter than a squirrel, maybe 


As the weather continues to cool 
down toward the inevitable arctic 
blasts of December and January 
we have noticed that, ever soslowly, 
the numbers of winged visitors to 
our yards are increasing. 

Here in our North Wilmington 
backyard, almost all of the winter 
“regulars” are showing up now, 
and our count of species is already 
up to 15. A little later in the column 
I will list the birds already present 
and accounted for as we enter the 
serious part of this fall and winter 
bird feeding season. 

First though, I want to spend a 
little time discussing squirrels, those 
bushy tailed fur balls who either 
amuse us, or drive us crazy. I wish 
I had a quarter for every call I've 
had over the years asking how to 
keep squirrels off the callers’ bird 
feeders. (I'd be able to spend an 
extra few days in Florida every 
February with the proceeds! ) 

For the past 40 years, I’ve been 
striving mightily to answer the ques- 
tion - who is smarter, me or the 
squirrels? I have tried every ap- 
proach imaginable; have a heart 
traps, so called “squirrel proof” 
feeders, (which are not) all sorts of 
baffles, seed dusted with capsicum 
(finely ground hot pepper which 
does not béther the birds, and which 
squirrels gradually get used to) and 
even Indian spells and incantations. 
Some of the above worked for a 
while, none of them proved to be 
the Final Answer. I won't resort to 
firepower, partly because discharg- 
ing firearms is illegal, and partly 
because I do have a problem killing 
living creatures, May flies, mosqui- 
toes and woodchucks being three 
notable exceptions 

I like the idea of using squirrel 
baffles, except that there are al- 
ways one of two high IQ squirrels 
who can negotiate their way by 
them. I suppose I should be philo- 
sophical and say - hey, Mr. Squir- 
rel, if you are smart enough to 
figure out how to get around the 
baffle, then maybe you have earned 
a free meal. Unfortunately, I am 
apparently not imbued with enough 
“milk of human kindness” to con- 
cede that a gray rodent is smarter 
than I am

munity-based organizations, com- 
mittees and task forces. 

Deputy Nally was one of three 
finalists. Lieutenant Robert 
Spencer and Sergeant Christopher 
Neville, who, along with Deputy 
Nally, took and scored the highest 
on the state civil service exam for 
police chiefs. In fact, there were 
seven members of the Wilmington 
Police Department who took the

Said Caira, “That result reflects 
positively on a highly trained and 
experienced command staff.”

institution like Boston University 
would not have a problem, but 
we're considered a private compa 
ny. 

Williams says that he and his 
partners are finding the experience 
of working within the corporate 
level to be unsuccessful 

“We're unable to get the proper 
amount of exposure,” says 
Williams. “Our machine is consid- 
ered by the Patent and Trademark 
Office to be a public utility, so it’s 
not something that can be market 
ed to the public.” 

Williams hopes to see his inven: 
tion completed within the next five 
years. However, to complete his 
project, it will cost approximately 


$1.3 billion dollars. 

Palatian Enterprises hopes to 
receive a grant that would help to 
fund their research.

Nanepashemet because he died in 
1619, well before John Winthrop's 
party arrived in Charlestown in 
1630. His name, however, survives 
It is usually translated as “New 
Moon.” 

According to the traditional 
story, Nanepashemet was the chief 
sachem of the Massachusett fed- 
eration of tribes who were situated 
between the Wampanoags of Ply 
mouth and the Pawtucketts of New 
Hampshire (with whom he is also 
identified in some histories). De 
scriptions of his domain vary, but 
his family's territory clearly 
stretched at least from the Charles 
River up to Salem and extended 
westerly out to Concord 

Both Samuel de Champlain and 
Capt. John Smith, who explored 
New England respectively in 1605- 
16( d in 1614, reported that the 
natives were quite populous. But 
that situation changed during 
Nanepashemet’s last years, a time 
of devastation for the natives of 
New England. Within a few years 
of Smith's report of seeing “great 

of people and a number of 

along the coast, war with 
the Tarratines of Maine anda great 
pestilence (unidentified but presum 
ably of European origin) wiped out 
masses of the natives in Massachu- 
setts 

On a later visit (1619-20) Smith 
wrote “where I had seene one hun: 
dred or two hundred Salvages, there 
is scarce ten to be found.” Accord- 
ing to colonist Daniel Gookin, by 
1674 (following other epidemics) 
the Massachusett tribes had 
dwindled to a tenth of their former 
size 


According to the traditional 
story, Nanepashemet was living 
around Lynn before the Tarratines 
invaded. Under pressure from his 
enemies, he retreated to Medford, 
where he built a stockade on Rock 
Hill and fell to his enemies in 1619 

The end of this story and the 
name of Nanepashemet have been 
preserved in an account attributed 
to the Pilgrim Edward Winslow, 
who explored the Massachusetts 
Bay with Myles Standish and eight 
others in September 1621, guided by 
Squanto and two other friendly In- 
dians. 

After going ashore, they met a 
chief named Obbatinewat who told 
them about Nanepashemet’s widow, 
the Squaw Sachem. Going insearch 
of her (ultimately futile), Winslow 
recorded that they marched three 
miles and “came to a place where 
corn had been newly gathered, a 
house pulled down, and the people 
gone 

“A mile from hence, 
Nanepashemet their king, in his 
lifetime, had lived. His house was 
not like others; but a scaffold was 
largely built, with poles and planks, 
some six foot from the ground, and 
the house upon that, being situated 
on the top of a hill 

“Not far from hence, in a bot- 
tom, we came toa fort built by their 
deceased king In the midst of 
this palisado stood the frame of a 
house, wherein, being dead, he lay 
buried. About a mile from hence we 
came tosuch another, but seatedon 
the top of ahill. Here Nanepashemet 
was killed, none dwelling in it since 
the time of his death.”

at least three Indian burial places 
were discovered in Medford, but no 
one has yet identified the last rest- 
ing place of Nanepashemet. 

According to William Wood 
(1634), “if there be no sachem the 
queen rules.” Although 
Nanepashemet was survived by 
three sons (and a daughter), the 
children were still quite young, so 
the Squaw Sachem then ruled. How- 
ever, by the time the Puritans ar- 
rived, the eldest sons had assumed 
positions of leadership 

The eldest was Wonohaquaham, 
whom the English called Sagamore 
John. His seat was in the 
Charlestown/Chelsea area, 
whereas his brothers, 
Montowampate and Wenepoykin, 
when they attained their majori- 
ties, had their principal habitations 
in Saugus and Salem 

Colonial records state that 
Wonohaquaham “always loved the 
English.” The earliest recorded 
meeting between him and the En- 
glish was in 1628 when three Sprague 
brothers set out from Naumkeag 
(Salem) to explore the land. Ac- 
cording to Charlestown records of 
1664, they came to a neck of land on 
the north side of the Charles River 
full of Indians. “Theire old Sachem 
being dead, his eldest sonne, by the 
English called John Sagamore, was 
theire chief; and a man naturally of 
a gentle and good disposition; by 
whosefree. consent, they settled 
about the hill of the same place, by 
the said natives called Mishawum.” 

Governor John Winthrop and a 
party of Puritans arrived to settle 
Mishawum (Charlestown) in 1630. 
(They hada day of thanksgiving for 


their safe arrival, i.e., a service of 
Thanksgiving to God not a feast, 
that July 8.) 

According to the Puritan trea- 
tise New England’s First Fruits 
(1643), “Sagamore John, prince of 
Massaquesers, was from our very 
first landing more corteous, inge- 
nious, and to the English more lov- 
ing than others of them; he desired 
to learne and speake our language, 
and loved to imitate us in our 
behaviour and apparrell, and be- 
gan to hearken after our God, and 
his wayes, and would much com- 
mend English men, and their God, 
saying much good men, much good 
God, and being convinced that our 
condition and wayes were better 
farre then theirs, did resolve and 
promise to leave the Indians, and 
come live with us; but yet kept 
down by feare of the scoffes of the 
Indians, had not power to make 
good his purpose.” 

The English, with their strange 
clothing and customs, their tools 
and firearms, were doubtless in- 
triguing. Moreover, they offered 
protection from enemy tribes. 

The Massachusetts continued to 
be terrorized by the Tarratines. In 
August of 1631, for example, the 
Tarratines attacked the Indians at 
Ipswich while Wonohaquaham and 
Montowampate were on a visit 
there. Both brothers were wounded, 
and Montowampate’s wife, 
Wenuchus, was carried away. Af- 
ter nearly two months, through the 
intercession of an English trader, 
she was restored to her people. 

According to Deputy Governor 
Thomas Dudley of Roxbury (in 
1631), Nanepashemet’s two eldest 
sons could not command above 30

Unhappily, the story of 
Wonohaquaham ended only a few, 
years after the arrival of the En- 
glish. OnDec. 5, 1633, Gov. Winthrop, 
recorded in his journal, “John 
Sagamore died of the small pox, 
and almost all his people; (above 30 
buried by Mr. Maverick of, 
Winesemett in one day).” 

In 1882, according to Charles. 
Brooks’ History of Medford, an In- 
dian burial site was found on Brooks 
family land, the relics carefully 
collected and re-buried, and in 1884 
a monument placed with an in- 
scription dedicating it to Sagamore 
John and to the memory of the 
Indians who lie buried there. Well. 
intentioned, the monument was not, 
well inscribed since the Mr. Maver- 
ick who buried Wonohaquaham 
lived in Chelsea. 

Wonohaquaham’s son presum- 
ably also died, as did 
Montowampate. The latter’s widow, 
daughter of the Pawtuckett sachem 
Passaconaway, reportedly returned 
to her father’s tribe. 

Wonohaquaham wassurvived by 
his mother and brother 
Wenepoykin. The history behind 
the colonial settlement | of 
Wilmington continues with the 
former, the’ widow of 
Nanepashemet, whose own nameis 
unknown, though her deeds stand 
at the head of local colonial history,

READING - The Registry of 
Motor Vehicles will be closing 
its Reading office at the well 
known address at 275 Salem St., 
just off Route 128 the beginning 
of next year 


We'll be closing in late win- 
ter, probably at the end of Feb- 
ruary,” noted Registrar of Mo 
tor Vehicles Daniel Grabaus 
kas 

The registry serves all area 
communities like Woburn, Win. 


chester, Burlington, Stoneham, 
Reading, Wilmington and 
Wakefield 

Located in the so-called REI 
building, the lease for the Reg- 
istry of Motor Vehicles has ex- 
pired and new space was 
sought 

In turn, the Massachusetts 
Division of Capital Asset Man- 
agement has request proposals 
for “approximately 8,300 square 
feet of Office/Customer Service 
space in Reading, North Read- 
ing, Burlington, Wilmington or 
Woburn for a five year period.” 

“We are excited about the 
possibility of returning to 
Woburn,” noted Grabauskas, 
noling its central location to 
communities being served 

The so-called Request for 
Proposals called for property 
owners in these communities to 
come forward with proposals 
for space. In turn, the state said 
two property owners have sub- 
mitted bids. However, the proc- 
ess was a non-biding one, they 


said. 

Both proposals came from 
Woburn, or more specifically, 
one in the Woburn Mall at 300 
Mishawum Road, just north of 
Route 128 and a second in East 
Woburn on Merrill Street not 
far from the old East Woburn 
Registry (an area to the rear of 
Policari's) 

One bid came from Urban 
Retail Properties at Copley 
Place in Boston for 300 
Mishawum Road. A second pro- 
posal came from Cummings 
Properties of Woburn for One 
Merrill Street 

The Urban Retail Properties 
space is for 8,700 square feet 
while the Cummings area is 
8,300 square feet. 

A spokesperson for the Divi- 
sion of Capital Asset Manage- 
ment said today the two propos- 
als are both being studied in re- 
spect to its meeting the needs of 
the Registry of Motor Vehicles. 
The Reading office is one of the 
busiest in the state and serves a 


wide area 

“We're weighing the propos- 
als and looking at the specs 
right now,” said Grabauskas. 
“We would have loved to stay in 
Reading but the reality is we’re 
being evicted.” 

The object, said Grabauskas, 
is to have the property owners 
needs and our needs meet 

“Cost will be a major consid- 
eration,” he added. 

At one point, the state was 
looking seriously at a soon-to- 
be-built structure in North 
Reading at the Wal-Mart com- 
plex on Route 28. However, 
state officials said a complete 
study indicated that it would 
not meet their needs. In turn, 
the state went out on bids 
again 

The site is used for license 
and registration renewals, as 
well as road testing, and is a 
well-known facility for any mo- 
torist. The Registry of Motor 
Vehicles moved from to Read- 


ing from a site in East Woburn 
off I-93 on Montvale Avenue, 

The “East Woburn Registry” 
served drivers and vehicle own- 
ers from 1970 February to 1988 
before it went to Reading. Prior 
to this time, local police sta- 
tions served as offices for li- 
cense exams and other func- 
tions on certain days. 

Presently, the site is un- 
touched and still state property 
and had been used for a short 
period of time for the Regis- 
try’s Commercial Weights and 
Dimension Truck Enforcement 
Unit. 

The so-called REI building in 
Reading is owned by a New 
York firm but is leased to 
Frank Giufredda of Saugus, 
who in turn leases it to the Reg- 
istry of Motor Vehicles. 

_ The Registry had targeted 
five communities for their area 
site including Reading, North 
Reading, Burlington, Wilming- 
ton or Woburn.

be a good one. With the poise and 
experience that [injured starter 
Ryan Davoren] has, we wanted 
Roccoto play back-up, watch, learn 
and take in the system. But tothrow 
six touchdowns in one game is tre- 
mendous." 


And to do it against a good 
Billerica (6-4) team is also. 

Obviously Billerica didn't have 
its best day with eight turnovers, 
and obviously Rocco and Wagstaff 
had their best days. But for the two 
of them, they certainly have seen 
the dark days. Wagstaff has been 
double covered all season long, 
which even though he says doesn't 
bother him in wins, only in losses 
"because I feel like I didn't do any- 
thing", has to be frustrating when 
you are as good as Wagstaff. 

For Rocco, he was the back-up 
all season, only to get in against 
Central with four minutes to go and 
trailing by a point to toss an inter- 
ception and cough up a fumble. But 
for this kid, if he didn't go through 
that, he probably wouldn't have 
gone through what he did on Sun- 
day 

“Iwanted to come back andshow 
people what I could do," he said. "I 


was discouraged, it's something I 
won't forget but wanted to very 
badly. But when you have the best 
receiver in the league all of that 
stuff doesn't matter. He's awe- 
some." 

The best receiver is Wagstaff - 
and if he isn't the best in the league 
there's something wrong. Usually 
teams double cover Wagstaff and 
elect to let Tewksbury's ground 
game beat them. But Billerica chose 
to put more guys in the box, and let 
Wagstaff challenge the one defen- 
sive back. He never challenged him 
- there was no challenge any of the 
four TD passes, only dust. 

Each TD pass was nearly the 
same. Wagstaff would catch the 


ball either on the left or right side 
about three or four yards past the 
flat area, and quickly burn the one 
defensive back who was eight to ten 
yards back standing on his heels. 

"It's tough for [a defensive back] 
to come up on it," said Wagstaff. 
"They are 8 or 9 yards back and I 
get the ball and just run.” 

That's after his impressive 
moves. And he showed many of 
them when he caught TD passes of 
25, 27, 42 and 12 yards, respectively. 

"The 1-on-1 coverage certainly 


helps, but everytime Rocco threw 
the ball it was right there all the 
time. I think the wet field might 
have hurt [the Billerica defenders 
with their footing] but Rocco was 
awesome today throwing the ball." 


Wagstaff ended the game with 6 
catches for 121 yards and four touch- 
downs. Had the fifth one not been 
called back, he would have had five 
touchdown receptions and 193 yards 
receiving. On the season, Wagstaff 
has 28 catches for 441 yards - 27 % 
of his receiving yards all season 
came in this one game.

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Changes ahead in 
Wilmington 

“How do you spell relief?” 
notes the “Wilmington Town 
Crier.” 

“Traffic relief, that is. The 
community of Wilmington has 
scored a major victory in its 
push for traffic mitigation near 
the upcoming MBTA parking lot 
on Route 38. 

“Better yet, the project to 
resurface an adjacent stretch of 
Route 38 has been revived. The 
Route 38 Project was postponed 
a few years ago, only to see its 
funding in the time since go the 
way of the Big Dig in Boston. 

“The Massachusetts Bay 
Transportation Authority 
(MBTA) has agreed that a 
fourth lane is needed on Route 
38 to combat the inevitable traf- 
fic headaches that have been 
projected to build between now 
and the year 2010. Initially, the 
MBTA opposed the construction 
of such an additional lane 
because doing so would subtract 
from the number of parking 
spaces that could be built into 
the T station parking lot that it 
is building. Indeed, under this 
new agreement, the anticipated 
number of spaces in the upcom- 
ing lot will be 196, down from 
the 224 spaces that were origi- 
nally planned. 

“Representative James Miceli 
and Senator Bruce Tarr met 
with officials from the MBTA 
and the Massachusetts Highway 
Department in the Massachu- 
setts Highway Executive Office 
of Transportation in Boston and 
discussed what should be done 
to alleviate all traffic and con- 
struction concerns surrounding 
the project. 

“As articulated in a letter 
from the Executive Office of 
Transportation and Construction 
to Representative Miceli and 
Senator Tarr, the following com- 
mitments have been made: 

“The MBTA station parking 
lot project and the project to 
resurface Route 38 have been 
combined as one project. The 
MBTA stated that bidding on 
said project was slated to take 
place in October. Construction 
will soon follow, most likely in 
the spring. 

“The new combined project 
will include a commuter rail sta- 
tion and improvements to Route 
38, as both have been outlined 
by Faye, Spofford & Thorndike, 
the official consultant for the 
Town of Wilmington. 

“The MBTA and the MHD 
will work with the Town of 
Wilmington to finalize all 
aspects of the project...”

“In an effort to slightly 
improve the dim prediction in 
the town’s fiscal crystal ball by 
creating a new revenue stream, 
the Board of Selectmen voted 
unanimously to charge residents 
an annual fee to park at the 
MBTA depot and to use the town 
Compost Center,” notes the 
Reading edition of the “Daily 
Times Chronicle.” 

“Residents currently use 
these two facilities free of 
charge, by virtue of living in 
Reading. Now, residents who 
wish to park at the depot or 
bring waste to the Compost 
Center will pay $25 a year for a 
new ‘Community Access Sticker; 
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Local space shots

which must be clearly displayed 
on the vehicle. 

“We've talked about ways to 
generate revenue, and we came 
up with establishing a single 
Community Access sticker) said 
Town Manager Peter 
Hechenbleikner. 

“Non-residents will pay more 
for the right to park at the 
depot. Currently, out-of-towners 
pay $20 a month for a depot 
parking sticker, but that price 
would rise to $30 a month. The 
cost for an all-day employee 
parking sticker would also rise 
from $1 to $10 per year. 

“Use of the new sticker would 
enforced in the following ways 
anyone arriving at the Compost 
Center without a sticker would 
be turned away, while anyone 
parking at the depot without a 
sticker would receive a $15 park 
ing ticket, issued by the Reading 
Police Department

The analysis looked at where 
the people came from, why they 
came here, how they adapted, 
how their music styles mixed 
and how it affected other music 
According to Rahmeier, the 
high school band and choruses 
perform a general music pro- 
gram for the students in the 
McCall Middle School based on 
what they have learned. She 
noted that during the introduc- 
tion they talk to the kids about 
the meaning of music in society. 
“It’s been great to have this 
music drop-in,” Rahmeier said 
of the Clemens piece, “it shows 
the effects of music, especially 
Native American.” 


Winchester was chosen by 
NESE to be part of the program 
for two reasons. 

Rahmeier explained, “Peter 
(Stickel, executive director of 
NESE) was interested in the 
strength of our string program.” 

That strength comes directly 
from the leadership provided by 
Rahmeier and McCann and also 
the strength of Elementary 
School String Teacher Lisa 
Kempskie, who played with 
NESE during their formative 
years. 

Primarily a violinist, Kemp- 
skie said she has branched off to 
the viola. She still works with 
Stickel and partner John 
Bumstead in a string quartet 
that is associated with NESE. 

“This community is very sup- 
portive of strings,” Kempskie 
said. “The community has 
allowed me to start two new 
groups.” 

Under her program, students 
start out in the third grade. The 
high school orchestra travels to 
the elementary schools to 
explain their instruments and 
the elementary school children 
get a chance to play with the 
older students. 

Kempskie has been in the 
program for five years now and 
noted its growth over that peri 
od. In the first year there were 
50) students, now there are 160 
students and 70 beginners. 

The younger students start on 
the violin, cello and viola and in 
the sixth grade the bass violin is 
added to the program. 

In all, there are four different 
orchestras under Kempskie’s 
direction. The third grade 
orchestra is made up of students

from all four elementary schools 
as is the fourth and fifth grade 


The fourth and fifth grade 
students also have a choice of 
two alternative programs. The 
first is the Winchester Fiddlers 
which is made up of solely vio- 
linists who audition to be a 
member. 

They play folk and fiddlev 


style music, according to 
Kempskie. 

This year, the newest group 
was added. The Low String 
Band, open to viola and cello 
players. 

“They are going to rule the 
world,” Kempskie said of the 
group’s pride. 

All of the groups are assured 
of having enough music as 


“I tried very hard to give 
enough time to all of the instru- 
ments in this piece. So it is a 
balanced piece of work.” 

He also explained to some 
students he was working with at 
Wakefield Memorial High School 
that as a viola player he wanted 
to make sure the violas were 
included. 

Clemens also told the stu- 
dents, “I compose at a computer 
with an electronic keyboard, so 
it is a thrill to hear the piece 
performed.” 

In listening to the piece being 
performed in Wakefield several 
thoughts came to mind. 

If a listener lets their mind's 
eye wander they can envision 
the rocky crags of New Eng- 
land’s mountains and see them 
softened by the colors of the fall 
leaves. 

The life of the Shaker sect is 
enhanced by the simple harmon- 
ics of their music as arranged 
by Clemens. 

It is fitting that the piece is 
being played by high school stu- 
dents, who for the most part 
have a simplicity to the style of 
musicianship. 

However, the piece will also 
be performed by NESE as a 
part of their February 9 and 11 
concerts. 

Stickel explained that the pro- 
gram was developed in three 
phases. The first was to find 
three winning pieces and offer 
them to the schools. The second 


students will be brought in to 
hear NESE perform Tapestry. 

Stickel said, “We have devel- 
oped that a step further and will 
invite some of the students to 
join NESE as we perform it.” 

Through NESE Clemens is 
the second of two composers 
that have been brought to area 
schools.

Age-related dental concerns treatable 


The predictions are promis- 
ing: 70 percent of adults will still 
have their permanent teeth 
when they turn 65. Just 20 years 
ago, 46 percent of adults older 
than 65 had lost all their perma- 
nent teeth. It appears that the 
first generation to grow up with 
fluoridated water and a greater 
emphasis on preventive oral 
care is aging with unprecedent- 
ed grace. 

Yet, while preventive 
advances like fluoridation, regu- 
lar check-ups, and brushing 
have helped people get off to a 
good start, some dental threats 
do not appear until middle age. 

Dr. Robert Compton, director 
of disease management at Delta 
Dental Plan of Massachusetts, 
says people over 50 can be more 
assured of keeping their teeth 
for the rest of their lives if they 
are aware of some age-related 
dental concerns, including osteo- 
porosis, dry mouth, and the 
association between dental 
health and overall physical 
health 


Osteoporosis 

Osteoporosis disturbs the bal- 
ance between the production of 
new bone in the jaw and the 
destruction (or resorption) of 
old bone. The net effect of this 
may be the continued loss of the 
bone that supports teeth. 

According to Dr. Compton, 
progressive bone loss may lead 
to serious dental problems 
including tooth loss and reduced 
mass and density in the jaw- 
bone. A weakened jawbone can 
make it difficult and uncomfort- 
able for people without teeth to 
wear dentures. 

“Hormonal fluctuations seem 
to have a very strong effect on 
the mouth,” said Dr. Compton. 
He recommends that post- 
menopausal women be tested for 
osteoporosis and that they talk 
to their dentists about any osteo- 
porosis treatments their doctors 
may prescribe. 

Dry Mouth 

An aggravating set of circum- 
stances with a daunting name, 


xerostomia, or dry mouth, can 
make it difficult to swallow 
taste, and speak. “Dry mouth is 
not just annoying, it can be 
destructive,” said Dr. Compton. 
It inhibits the body’s ability to 
wash food away from teeth. But 
more importantly, saliva neu- 
tralizes the acids produced by 
bacteria that causes tooth 
decay. This can lead to a signifi- 
cant increase in the amount of 
tooth decay as well as how fast 
it progresses. 

Contrary to popular belief, 
dry mouth is not a normal con- 
sequence of aging. In fact, it 
may be the result of a systemic 
disease such a Sjogren's syn- 
drome, which destroys the sali- 
vary glands’ ability to secrete 
saliva. Xerostomia can also be a 
side effect of medications such 
as antihypertensives, antide- 
pressants, and antihistamines as 
well as therapeutic radiation. 
The fact that these treatments 
are administered more common- 
ly as people age may be one rea- 
son why people mistakenly asso-

Traditionally, surgeons have 
delayed otoplasty, the procedure 
to correct prominent ears, until 
the child was five years old. 
“Children are interacting 
socially at a much earlier age 
than before,” said Arun K. 
Gosain, MD , Milwaukee, associ- 
ate professor of plastic surgery, 
Medical College of Wisconsin, 
who conducted the study. 
Traditionally, they were at 
home with the immediate family 
until first grade. Now they 
attend day care and kinder- 
garten, and they automatically 
absorb the reactions of other 
children and adults. If surgical 
correction is made at an earlier 
age, they will develop a more 
positive self-image from the 


The prospective study includ- 
ed 11 patients, ranging from 9 
months of age to 3 years at the 
time of surgery. All patients 
were followed for at least one 
year postoperatively. Among the 
eight patients who had surgery 
on both ears, there was no 
notable alteration in ear growth. 
Among the three who had 
surgery on just one ear, mea- 
surement of ear length showed 
no difference in size of the oper- 
ated ear from the unoperated 
ear over a follow-up period of up 
to three and a half year. 

None of the patients had any 
visible recurrence of the defor- 
mity, and only two patients had 
an additional procedure to 
improve symmetry between the 
ears. Among the 10 families who 

returned surveys at the end of 
the follow-up period all were- 
highly satisfied with the surgical 
outcome and none would have 
wanted to delay surgery until 
age five.

older. 

In most cases, dry mouth is 
reversible. Adjusting prescrip- 
tions may help alleviate symp- 
toms, and Dr. Compton recom. 
mends drinking fluoridated 
water often, brushing and floss- 
ing after eating, and consulting 
a dentist about using over-the- 
counter saliva substitutes. 

Overall Health 

Certain illnesses, such as car- 
diovascular disease, respiratory 
ailments, and diabetes are gen- 
erally more common in older 
populations. Scientists are now 
learning more about how these 
conditions are affected by oral 
health as well as how they affect 
oral health itself. 

It wasn’t until recently that 
experts began to speculate 
about (and studies started to 
show) an association between 
periodontal status and certain 
risk factors for systemic illness- 
es such as heart disease. Some 
studies have indicated that when 
bacteria accumulate in the 
mouth and enter the blood- 
stream they increase the odds of 
cardiovascular disease.

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The pace of single-family 
home sales continued to moder- 
ate across Massachusetts during 
the summer of 2000, according 
to data issued by the 
Massachusetts Association of 
Realtors (MAR). Fluctuations in 
the financial markets, growing 
reluctance on the part of con- 
sumers to take on additional 
debt, and rising interest rates 
late in the spring all factored 
into softened demand for 
residential real estate. 

Sales of detached single-fami- 
ly homes declined 9.8 percent in 
the third quarter, from 13,918 
units in the July-September 
period a year ago to 12,554 in the 
same period in 2000. Also, con- 
dominium sales fell 3.4 percent, 
from 3,832 units in the third 
quarter of 1999 to 3,702 in the 
comparable period this year. 

The decrease in sales over 
the three-month summer season 
marks the fifth consecutive 
quarter in which detached sin- 


gle-family home sales have 
declined from the same period 
one year earlier. Meanwhile con- 
dominium sales have fallen for 
the last three quarters across 
Massachusetts. Historically, 
however, sales in the third quar- 
ter of 2000 remained quite high, 
with the 16,256 residential sales 
recorded this year ranking 
fourth all-time, exceeded only by 
the third quarters of 1997-99. 
“Previously, over the past 
three years, we’ve satisfied a 
record level of buyer demand, so 
the current level of activity now 
marks a return to a more nor- 
mal market,” stated MAR 
President Fred Meyer. In most 
regions, we continue to see a 
fairly steady flow of traffic espe- 
cially from high-end buyers and 
first-time buyers looking for 
relief from today’s escalating 
rents. However, some buyers are 
also being more cautious as they 
enter the market, not wanting to 
overextend themselves.

Regionally, in the third quar- 


ter, sales of detached single-fam- 
ily homes declined in all seven 
regions of the Bay State, with 
the most modest decreases 
occurring in the greater Boston 
and Northeast regions, where 
sales dropped 6.6 percent and 
7.6 percent respectively from 
the same period in 1999. Else- 
where, sales fell 10-12 percent in 
the Central, West, and South 
Shore regions, and 15-16 percent 
on Cape Cod and in southeast- 
ern Massachusetts. 


“Across the state, housing is 
drawing much of its strength 
from the healthy local economy. 
This is most evident in eastern 
Massachusetts where income 
and job growth are acting as 
catalysts to pull new buyers into 
the market,” Meyer remarked.

“The steady influx of out-of-state 
residents relocating to the 
Boston area for work, along 
with the region’s growing immi- 
grant population, are two ele- 
ments helping to stabilize our 
market,” he added. 

While detached single-family 
home sales were down from 
year ago levels in every region 
of Massachusetts during the 
third quarter, sales of condo- 
miniums improved in several 
areas, the MAR report found 
Condo sales rose modestly over 
last year in the Central 
(+0.5%), West (+6.5%) and 
Southeast (+9.3%) regions, with 
slight declines reported in all 
other areas. 

One positive result of the 
more tempered sales pace is the 
partial replenishment of market 
listings that has occurred since 
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Single family home sales slip across Massachusetts 


last year. In fact, after sharp 
inventory declines of 22 percent 
and 17 percent in the first and 
second quarters of 2000, the 
number of single-family homes 
for sale is now down just 9.1 per 
cent from the third quarter of 
1999 (30,569 vs. 33,646 

“The shift to a less frenetic 
sales pace should be good for 
buyers in the long run because it 
will take some pressure off 
prices. But, as of now, housing 
supply has not yet sufficiently 
increased to meet demand in 
most markets,” Meyer said.
